In announcing t h e derisions of t h e president, 
Secretary T u m u l t y issued the f o llo w in g state­ 
ment: 
“ Last May in his message to t h e congress 
th e president a n n o u n c e d that the r a i l r o a d s would 
be handed over to th eir owners at t h e end of 
this calendar year. 
It is now n e c e s s a ry to act 
by issuing the proclamation. 
In th e p r e s e n t cir- 
iumstances no a g r e e m e n t having yet b e e n reach­ 
ed by congress in respect to le gisla tion on the 
subject it becomes necessary in t h e public in­ 
terest to allow a reasonable time to elapse be­ 
tween the issuing of the proclam ation and the 
date of its ac tua lly ta king effect. 
“The presid ent is advised that t h e railroads 
and express c o m p a n ie s are not o rg an iz ed 
to

age their pro p ertie s if actually t u r n e d over to 
them on D ecem ber 31 and lf this w e r e done it 
would raise financial and legal com plications of 
a serious nature.
